@ The number on your medal means 
that it was the 12,736th Good Conduct 
Medal to be sent out of Headquarters 
Marine Corps. Medals with the pre- 
fix “B” were awarded by the Depart 
ment of the Pacific, which handled a 
large volume of Marine Corps admin 
istration during the war years. Prior 
to the “A” “B numbers HQMC 
awarded all the medals, the backs of 
which were engraved with numbers 
one to 10,000. Medals engraved with 
numbers were awarded only for the 
old four-year period of good conduct 
When the Corps lowered the require 
ment to three years the numbers were 


discontinued.—Ed

In revamped tactics, the men were 
unloaded from the transports into regu 
lar landing craft and transferred to 
amphibious assault craft for the final 
dash to the beach. Instead of wading 
through ice-cold water, exposed to gun 
fire, the Marines rode to the waters’ 
edge, then up on the beach and dis 
embarked ready to fight comfortably— 
as far as their feet were concerned 

Memories of frozen feet and hospital 
ized frost bite victims, during both the 
recent war and the Navy-Marine cold
